It Is Believed Throughout Europe That 


All the Erstw hile Allies, in View of 


Their 
Recent 
Enorm ous 
Losses, 


W ould 
Be W illin g to 
Enter Into 


M ost Any Arrangem ent Looking to 


Peace in the Balkan States. 


London, July 11.—To the war news 
today there is more coherence than 
at any time since the erstwhile allies 
began fighting. It may well be that all 
the combatants after the recent enor­ 
mous losses are ready to welcome an 
arrangement for p eace, but none is yet 
credited with a definie advance toward 
this end excep t Bulgaria. 
That the 
latter ap p ealed to Russia to arrange 
an armistice is stated so definUaly 
from Vienna and Paris as to create 
general confidence in its accuracy. It 
Is p ossible that Bulgaria’s ap p eal to 
the czar has been p romp ted as much 
or more by Roumania’s mobilization 
as by the recent Bulgarian reverses. 
According to rep orts from Vienna, a 
Roumanian detachment crossed the 
Bulgarian frontier yesterday after­ 
noon. 
A disp atch from Belgrade says the 
Bulgarian troop s continue to retire, 
closely p ursued by the Servians. The 
Bulgarians retreating from Ishtib had 
Intended to occup y Radovitch, an im­ 
p ortant town some miles to the east, 
but the Servian cavalry drove them 
out of this strategic p osition. 
The 
Bulgarians fled p recip itately, leaving 
the dead and wounded, and throwing 
away rifles, ammunition and food. 
Owing to the terrible loss of life 
which has marked the fighting, in ad­ 
dition to the ever-increasing danger of 
an ep idemic of cholera in the contend­ 
ing armies, the disp osition to bring 
p ressure to bear toward ending the 
fighting has been rap idly growing. 
It was understood today that the 
p owers had instructed their ministers 
in Belgrade, Athens and Sofia to urge 
a cessation of hostilities. If the note, 
reiKirted to have been sent out by 
Bulgaria yesterday announcing that 
Czar Ferdinand was ready to accep t 
p eace, was advanced to sound the p o­ 
sition of the p owers, It p robably had 
the desired result. 
Advices from Athens rep ort contin­ 
ued successses for the Greek troop s. 
The Bulgarians are being hard p ressed 
all along the line and are retiring be­ 
fore the advance of the troop s under 
King Constantine.

Modify ing Shop Noise. 
For the purpose of Improv ing the 
acoustic properties of a manufacturing 
building in which the noise of machin­ 
ery seemed unusually loud fine piano 
wires were strung across a room some 
three feet from the ceilihg and sev eral 
feet a j » art. The nerv e racking din was 
minimized to a marked degree owing 
to the breaking up of the air v ibra­ 
tions by the wires, and the workers 
became more efficient. 
In homes the 
use of rugs, draperies and curtains are 
important modify ing elements. 


Rope Tires For Auto Trucks. 
To obv iate the skidding procliv ities 
of steel wheels on snow cov ered roads 
and to eliminate comparativ ely ex pen­ 
siv e rubber tires a manufacturer of 
commercial v ehicles has dev eloped a 
new ty pe of tire composed essentially 
of rope fiber. The rope is cut into sec­ 
tions approx imately three inches in 
length, and after being Impregnated 
with pitch the sections are subjected 
to hy draulic pressure to impart to them 
the required curv ature and homoge­ 
neity . 
Afterward they are fastened 
within the steel felly channels by the 
simple ex pedient of bending the edge 
of the channels inward. It is said that 
mileages upward of 6,000 can be ob­ 
tained and that the rope tires are inex ­ 
pensiv e and easily attached.

impossible to reduce them to statis­ 


tics and hold them up for observai 


tion. 
And this value is widespread. 


It comes to every consumer.

not something reaped by the farmers 


alone. 
The high cost 
of 
living is 


something which touches us all close­ 


ly . 
We complain about it. 
We even 


feel strongly oppressed by it. 
Yet. 


high as it is, no one could estimate 
how much higher it would have been 
had not the Department of Agricul­ 
ture during the past score of y ears 
been busy increasing the quantity of 
food produced in the United S tates. 
It is one of those negative proposi­ 
tions impossible to demonstrate, but 
it can be seen and realized by 
one 
who has » tty *4nsight whatever into 
the improvement in agricultural and 
live stock methods that have resulted 
from the establishment and work of 
this department and of 
the 
many 
state agricultural colleges and ex­ 
periment sfaTions working with it and 
existifigfekwfjfely because of it. 
TheU'btJ il ‘« Value of farm products 
last y ear is estimated by the depart­ 
ment to be almost 
$10,000,000,000. 
This is more than double what it was 
a decade ago. 
To be sure some of 
this vfÿ ief iis Represented bv higher 
prices, but much of it 
also 
resu lts 
from increased y ields through better 
methods of farming, 
through 
new 
crops introduced from foreign lands 
and through improvement in quality 
as a result of 
experiment 
station 
work. 
The effect of this work is but 
just beginning to 
be 
felt, 
becnus^e 
comparatively few farmers have y et- 
adopted scentific methods. 
The ma­ 
jority are still plugging along in the 
same old way , scornful of ‘“book far­ 
ming,” and getting less bushels per 
acre, less pounds per hog or 
steer,

trees, and less of every thing, except 
work, than those of their neighbors

ledge spread by the department and 


experiment stations. 


The latest work undertaken by the 


department is to wipe out a loss of 


$60,000,000 a y ear from hog cholera. 


Few industries could

loss, y et that is but one of the many 
way s the agricultural industry losses 


from ignorance or neglect, the total 
running above the billion mark each 
y ear. 
By past experiments an im­ 
munizing serum was produced, with 
which individual hogs may be pro­ 
tected, just as vaccination protects 
human beings from smallpox infec­ 
tions. 
Only a few day s ago experts 
opened a station at Crawfordsville to 
combat the disease. 
Bui this im­ 
munizing is not general by farmers 
and the y early loss is heavy . 
Iowa 
and Nebraska have 
lost 
so 
many 
hogs by cholera that importations 
are being made to keep up the breed­ 
ing supply . 
The department will be­ 
gin experiments to discover the exact 
causes of this disease, with a view to 
its complete
